Schools Stress Values 
With Drug Education 


(Editor’s Note: This is the third in a 
series of six articles outlining the 
various aspects of teenage drug abuse 
in Plano). 


By TERRI ANDERSON 
Value education and the develop­ 
ment of decision-making skills are the 
core of a kindergarten through 12th 
grade drug education program in the 
Plano Independent School District. 
“Drugs, per se, are a very small 
part of the total curriculum ,” ex­ 
plained Luanne Collins, a PISD social 
studies coordinator. “ In a society like 
ours where kids are presented with 
(drugs) so often and peer pressure is 
so strong, they need more than just 
the knowledge of drugs.” 
Integrated into the social studies 
programs in grades K-12, Plano’s 
C rim e 
Prevention 
and 
Drug 
Education Program is mandated by 
state law. It focuses primarily on the 
teach in g of proper v a lu es—se lf­ 
esteem , interpersonal relationships, 
decision-making—and also explains 
the consequences stem m ing 
from 
drug abuse and crime. 
“ If you give kids all of the in­ 
formation about what drugs will do to 
them and help develop their decision­ 
making abilities, they’re less likely to 
be a drug abuser,” said Ms. Collins. 
She added that teaching just the facts 
about drugs could serve only to make 
children curious about them. 
“Scare tactics,” the old method of 
preaching only the harms of drug 
abuse without teaching students to 
m ake in telligen t 
d ecision s, 
are 
avoided in the Plano program. The 
effects of drug abuse and of getting 
involved in crime are taught, but are 
second in importance to the value 


education. 
“ It’s deceiving when you say drug 
education,” Ms. Collins emphasized. 
“They think you’re teaching all about 
drugs and that’s all you do. 
“Drug abuse isn’t a problem of 
products—if s a people problem,” she 
continued. “There are times when 
information is shared and that’s in 
science and health and social studies. 
W orking 
on 
self-con cep ts 
and 
decision-m aking 
ab ilities 
is 
something done in every class in 
grades K through 12.” 
Information about drugs such as 
m arijuana, 
alcohol, 
tobacco 
(n ico tin e), 
barbiturates, 
am ­ 
phetamines, 
etc. 
is 
very 
recent, 
stressed 
the social 
studies 
coor­ 
dinator. She said the program was 
updated this past sum m er—the drug 
education program conducted before 
this 
year 
utilized 
inform ation 
published as far back as 1958. 
Ms. Collins said that both sides of 
som e controversial drugs such as 
marijuana or alcohol are presented. 
“ It’s important to show both sides of 
the marijuana issue,” she claimed, 
noting that some authorities minimize 
the drug’s danger while other say it is 
indeed harmful. “It is important that 
we don’t have a lot of people who have 
smoked marijuana over a long period 
of tim e so we don’t really know its 
longrange effects. 
Why take 
a 
chance?” 
T eachers 
who 
conduct 
drug 
education have degrees in social 
studies, science or health. To acquaint 
the teachers with information about 
drugs and crime, in-service sessions 
are held before classes begin in the 
summ er and during the school year 
too. 


Experts in juvenile psychology, 
drug use and law enforcement are 
brought into the district 
to help 
teachers prepare for the Crime 
P revention and Drug E ducation 
Program. In-service teaches about 
decision-making, moral development, 
group processes, value education, 
juvenile delinquency in Plano and law 
in a changing society. 
O ftentim es, tea ch ers can earn 
college credit during the in-service 
training. 


“We feel we’ve gone way beyond 
what the state says a teacher needs in 
order to be com petent,” said Ms. 
Collins. “We also make sure that 
everyone is aware of how they can 
help the kids and who they can refer 
kids to if they need help beyond what 
the classroom teacher can do.” 
Once the teachers are trained, they 
help 
w rite 
the 
drug 
education 
curriculum which is incorporated into 
their regular science, health or social 
studies classes. 


“The knowledge part 
(of drug 
education) 
is 
being 
written 
into 
science and health,” explained Ms. 
Collins. “The state is emphasizing 
values but knowledge is important 
too. We want the students to be aware 
of what happens when they take a 
certain drug. 
“The School Board saw a need for a 
citizenship program and all the (drug 
education) blends in with citizenship. 
Every single unit will hit it from some 
angle.” 
Drug abuse among Plano students 
can be prevented, 
Luanne Collins 
believes, if those students can be 
taught the facts about drugs and how 
to properly decide not to abuse them.

health care needs are the 
same in rural areas in Texas 
as they are in New York are 
foolish and unfounded in fact 
or logic,” the Governor said 
“ I will continue to fight for a 
more 
appropriate 
federal 
health policy." 
‘‘W ashington 
officials 
need to realize that those 
persons most fam iliar with 
the needs of their area, those 
persons who must cope with 
problems on a daily basis, 
are the ones who should be 
involved 
in 
the decision­ 
making process," 
Briscoe 
said. 
The proposed guidelines, 
drafted 
by 
the 
U.S. 
D epartm ent

A Better Mustard’ Spawns Store

Sharing 
M am a’s m ustard 
with local customers turned 
Frank and Laura Gregory’s 
farm produce business into a 
national enterprise. 
Their G reylore F arm s 
mustard whipped up from 
Laura’s m other’s recipe now 
is sold in stores in many 
states and they ship food gift 
packages around the country 
and to England, France and 
New Zealand every year. 
It 
all 
sta rte d 
when 
someone reneged on a verbal 
contract to buy IOO baby pigs 
for an E aster celebration. 
The 
G regorys, 
who 
previously had tried sheep, 
chickens and cows, were just 
entering 
the 
hog 
raising 
business. 
They 
found 
them selves 
broke 
in 
springtime with IOO piglets 
and no capital. Their banker 
suggested they raise the 
piglets to cure and sell their 
own ham and bacon. 


"We tried it and it came 
out 
p retty 
w ell,” 
Mrs. 
Gregory recalls. At Easter, 
when they sold the most 
hams, she whipped up some 
of the spiced m ustard her 
mother invented, put it in 
little 
p lastic 
ja rs, 
and 
presented one with each ham 
as a gift. 
Within two months they 
were inundated with letters 
and telephone calls asking 
where more m ustard could 
be obtained. She made some 
more in the back kitchen, 
her husband found a few 
local sto res to sell the 
m ustard, "and from there it 
just took off." 
They found a Boston dis­ 
tributor, got 
into several 
superm arket chains, added 
sales through sto res in 
F lorida, 
T exas, 
P enn­ 
s y l v a n i a , 
T e n n e s s e e , 
Michigan and a growing list 
of states. "I just had a 
request the other day from 
Phoenix,” she said. 


Mrs. 
Gregory said 
her 
mother, Christina Wollrath, 
"was a fabulous cook. She 
would always whip up a 
fresh little bowl of m ustard 
for my father, who loved it.” 
It’s good on ham, and Mrs. 
Gregory says it is good in 
cooking, too. “ If you spread 
it on a ham burger before you 
cook it, it gives a lovely 
taste, but it doesn’t taste like 
m ustard.” 
The recipe is a 
trade 
secret, but Mrs. Gregory will 
say the m ustard is uncooked, 
contains spices, and is made 
of a special and expensive 
blend of m ustard flour. 
Greylore Farm s almost 
went under when its Boston 
m u stard 
supplier 
went 
bankrupt. O ther m ustard 
flours "were awful,” Mrs. 
Gregory said. Finally her 
husband found the bankrupt 
firm ’s chemist, who said his 
company had imported the 
m ustard from a company in 
Hamilton, Ontario. 


One 
C hristm as 
M rs. 
Gregory m ade homemade 
pickles 
and 
jam s 
for 
presents. Her husband made 
little baskets for them, and 
decided they looked so nice, 
they should try selling them. 
The business soon ex­ 
panded out of the living room 
in their 1810 house and into a 
new shop across the road. 
Soon 
they w ere selling 
pickles, relish es, cheese, 
m eats, th eir own m aple 
syrup and local handcrafts. 
People cam e from miles for 
sleighrides and hayrides, 
and school children were 
bused in to see maple syrup 
made the old fashioned way, 
the sap collected by hand 
and boiled down over a wood 
fire. 
Mrs. Gregory said they 
called 
the 
new 
shop 
“ S alm agundi" 
(a 
salad 
made of any mixture of 
things) "because we were 
selling a m ixture of country 
living.” 


In Jan u ary , 
1974, 
the 
Greylore Barn burned down, 
almost taking the house with 
it. Town civic groups offered 
to raise a new barn. Frank 
Gregory worked all winter 
cutting boards and planning 
the structure, and in Sep­ 
tember up it went In one day 


it was complete to the raf­ 
ters and the walls were 
boarded in. 
Last year the Gregorys 
thought of retirem ent, and 


sold the m ustard operation 
to a Connecticut firm. Four 
months later Frank died.
